To pic.—Ministering to strangers and the 
tick.—Matt, xxv, 31-4S. 
The life of Christ w*as a life of min­ 
istering. 
He Himself said. “The Sou 
of Man came not to be ministered u n­ 
to, but to minister and to give IIIs life 
a ransom for many.” 
The supreme 
Ferviee that Christ rendered unto the 
world was the giving of Himself on 
the cross “as a ransom for many,” but 
He who gives the greatest was also 
willing to give the ieast, and during 
His public ministry Christ gave Him­ 
self in service to Ills fellow men. The 
sacred historian tells us that “ lie went 
about doing good.” 
In this respect, as 
in all others, Christ Is to be our ex­ 
ample. In His name we are to be kind 
to strangers and to visit the sick. 
The “stranger and the sick” refers, 
of course, to those outside of our 
o wn 
households. 
Yet we need to remember 
that in our wider service for Christ we 
are not to neglect the members of our 
own family circles. 
Christ believed In 
beginning at home in all things. 
He 
came first to His own people, then to 
the world. 
He healed Peter’s wife’s 
mother when she was sick with the 
fever. 
He visited Martha and Mary 
when L m trtai died. 
On the cross He 
provided for the future of Mary, Ills 
mother. 
Contrary to the spirit of 
Christ, many Christians speak kind 
words to strangers and harsh ones at 
home. 
They can carry flowers to the 
distant sick, but not a blossom to a 
loved one sick in their ow n household 
Many u man's work In the slums and 
many a woman's steal In foreign mis­ 
sions is entirely discounted by the well 
known fact that they neglect their 
ow n homes. This is a false conception 
of Christianity. Christianity begins at 
home and widens from that as a center 
or it has no beginning. 
Young people 
think no less of the wants and needs 
of outsiders, but think more of anxious 
fathers and wearied mothers who are 
giving their lives for you, and, while 
ministering to ethers, do not neglect to 
minister unto them by kind words an 1 
deeds and thoughtful care for their 
ueeds and desires. 
But, 
wkile Christianity 
begins at 
home, it should not end there. 
Some 
people make this mistake. 
They have 
no Interests beyond their own fire­ 
sides. 
Lazarus may starve at their 
gates so their tables are well supplied, 
A neighbor may 
Ik* siek. but what is 
that to them if only there be no siek- 
ue s among those deifr to them? 
But 
this is u>t the spirit of true Christian­ 
ity. 
Our sympathy, prayers and min­ 
istries are to embrace the stranger and 
the sick beyond our own doors, even 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
Strangers visiting our churches au i 
Lndeavor prayer meeting are to be 
welcomed. 
The stranger to God is to 
he led to Him through Jesus Christ. 
The unsaved strangers across the seas 
and in our own land are to have the 
gospel sent to "them. 
The sick are 
especially to be the objects of our care. 
To be sick is grievous enough, but to 
be sick and unrememl>ered and tin- 
visited makes the heart sick in addi­ 
tion to the body. 
Fin sick souls are 
to l>e led to Christ, 
In a w ord, in the 
name of Christ and for His sake let 
us be polite and kind to all 
and 
thoughtful of the rights, the feelings 
and the needs of all. 
Then Christ 
can say to us, “ Well done.”

to foot. 
They carry long stav es of 
p u re white wood in their hands, each 
stamp ed with the temp le crest, and in 
bands and comp anies they climb the 
mou ntain. 
Alway s the leader at their head. Ids 
staff cru wtied with a tinkliu g mass of 
bells, like tiny cy mbals, chants the 
hy mn of Fu jiy ama. 
For six short 
su mmer weeks they come. 
Then the 
winds ru sh down, the snow’ falls, 
the 
, temp ests rage, and Lord Fu jiy ama liv es 
alone. 
No hu man being has y et stay ed a 
wilder on his su mmit, and ev en in the 
su mmer weeks the winds will blow the 
lava blocks from the walls of the rest 
1 lou ses and sometimes tlie p ilgrim from 
the p ath. 
Fu jiy ama stands alone, not one 
peak 
among a range, bu t u tterly alone. Ris­ 
ing straight ou t of the sea on one side 
and from the great Toky o p lain on the 
other, his 12,36 5 feet in two long cu rv ­ 
ing lines of ex qu isite grace rise u p and 
u p into the blu e, and not an inch of 
one foot Is hidden or 
It is all 
there, v isible as a tower bu ilt on a tree­ 
less p lain. 
It dominates the landscap e. 
It can be seen from thirteen p rov inces, 
and from a hu ndred miles at sea the 
p ale wlsjie p eak of Fu jiy ama floats 
abov e ftie 1*1 u e.
